some Sabbath he had ever known.* Now this toneli- 
ness, which for atime crashed eventhe -pirit of a 
Broinerd, was felt by our Lord, as none else could feel 
it. There wis no heart even among his disciples, with 
whom he could have true and entire communion. O.n. 
niscient, he read perpotually the evil im the breasts of 
all that surrounded him. All was naked and open to 
him, The ambition, the jealousy, the distrust and the 
avarice of his own apostles, the malignant hatred to 
God and all goodness that filled the souls of the un. 
penitent around him, were necessarily and ever present 
to his view. And he himself wes all purity, entirely 
and intensely abhiorring vil in its shghtest stains. This 
healthful and sensitive purity was condemned to be 
continually josted by our deprovity, and how harshly, 
in the rude collision, must it have been rasped by the 
hard, dry seurf of our moral leprosy.—His was indeed 
a peculiar solitariness,as he moved a si:iless one among 
sinners.

If 
‘so, then you are adorned with that meek and 
quiet spirit which is, in the sight of God, of 
great price ; and thy soul is invested in that 
jwhite raiment with --tieie Jesus Vy W'S Spirit 
clothes those who walk with himin this life and 
are to reign with him in his glory. 

| Fourth; in your conversation, do you conse- 
crate that excellent faculty, speech, to the ser- 
vice of God, in giviag glory unto him, in in- 
structing, encouraging, and admonishing your 
‘ellow probationers—abstaining from all vain 
conversation and idle words, from foolish talk. 
ing and jesting? Ifso, thou hast the spirit of 
Jesus, who never spake but to declare the glo- 
ry of God and to benefit mankind ; thou makest 
‘onfession with thy mouth unto salvation, and 
that day when men shall by their words be 
u-tified or condemned, thou shalt be justified. 

Fif h; in disposing of your time and streng‘h, 
lo you studiously make such appropriations of 
hem to labor, to rest, and to sleep, to reading 
the Word of God, to meditation and prayer, to 
nsiruc'ion of your families, friends or neigh. 
ors and to public and social worship—as, ac- 

cordiug to your praverful and conscientious 
judgment, will most effectually serve God and 
»romote the cause of Christ? Then thou hast 
the spirit of him, “ who went about doing good” 
and whose * meat and drink it was; to do the 
will of Him that sent him,” and shalt find ac. 
cepiance in that day when we shall be judged 
according to the deeds done in the body. 
Sixth; in appropriating and retaining your 
money and property, do you so bestow it or re. 
tain it as will render it most subservient to your 
own soul’s true interest and the temporal and 
‘eternal good of your fellow men? Are you 
‘using the “mammon of unrighteousness” in 
such a way as to “make to yourself friends 
\that will reccive you into everlasting habita- 
tions”—in br.nging relief to those who are lit. 
erally and spiritually hungrv, nuked and im. 
prisoned ? Then thou hast the spirit of him 
who said, “It is more blessed to give than to 
receive,” and who “though he was rich be. 
came poor, that we through his poverty might 
be rich;” and in that day when all na- 
tions shall be gathered before him and he shall 
separate the righteous from the wicked, will he 
say to thee, Come ye bless*d of my Father, en- 
ter into the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world, for I was an hungry, 
sick, imprisonea, naked, and ye fed, visited, 
and clothed me, for in as much as ye have done 
it unto the least of one of these my brethren, 
‘ye have done it unto me. 
'" Beloved reader, as we contemplate the 
worth of your own individual soul, looking for. 
ward to its near eternity of happiness or wo— 
as we reflect on the condition of our country 
and the world, viewing the important crisis now 
speedily forming in the moral «nd religious 
world, by which we are apprised of the neces- 
sity of the exercise of all that holy influence 
which it isthe duty and privilege of the disci- 
ples of Jesus to exert on this perishing world 
—in consideratinn of these things, motives so 
‘numerous and so powerful throng upon us, that 
we are constrained to still farther press upoa 
the understanding and heart and conscience, 
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the importance and necessity of living entirely 
unto Christ. ‘Thisisthe only way in w hich you 
can efficiently glorify him and be an instrument 
in the salvation of souls, and make sure to 
yourself a title to mans ons in the skies. In- 
deed, unless you live wholly to Christ, or at 
least make it your constant object to do 80, 
you will reproach your Saviour and prove a 
stumbling block to precious souls, and afford 
matter for the triumphs of the infidel, the scof- 
fer, and the teachers and advocates of those 
strong delusions “ for those who are left to be- 
lieve a lie that they may be damoed who obey 
not the Truth but have pleasure in unrighteous- 
ness.” 

Say, reader—is not the adorable, the pity- 
ing, the suffering and bleeding and dying, the 
ascended and glorified, yet interced:ng Jesus 
the Lord of Glory - is he nol worthy of bemg 
loved with all thy heart and of beimg served 
with all thy powers and all thy means! Is, to 
live entirely unto him, too much to return for 
his dying furus? For we are told that the 
object of his dying was that we might not lve 
unto ourselves but unto him who died for us and 
rose again. And is not the truth that we, by 
a holy life, may win many to righteousness, a 
consideration which involves ail the mighty an 
holy motives that can address themselves to our 
love towards both God and man. If this con- 
sideration do not stimulate us to attain unto and 
continue in holiness, where is the evidence that 
we have anv love to God or tothe souls of our 
fellow men? And if it be not our object to be 
holy, what evidence have we that we have any 
just estimation of the value of our own souls or 
that we highly appreciate our pers ynal salva- 
tion—that we are striving to enter im atthe 
strait gate, which cannot be entered wathout 
striving with all our facult.es ? 

Resolve then this moment, beloved reader, 1! 
you are not already resolved, to live to Chris! 
—by the grace of God working in you to wHl 
and to do his own gocd ple: sure. Let love to 
Christ—let duty to God your Maker, Preserver, 
Benefactor and Savior—lect regard for the eter.

THE AUTHOR OF REGENERATION. 

To what do the Scrip'ures ascribe Regener- 
ation ? 

As Regeneration isa necessary prerequisife 
to our salvation, and at the same time a chanze, 
respecting the source of which there is some 
diversity of sentunent, we propose to Consider 
briefly, to what the Serfptuees ascribe it! 

To this we ansWer they aseribe it in differ 
ent connections, 

1. To the subject himself. 

2. To the truth. 

3. To the preacher. 

4. To God. 

1. To the subject of the change himself. 

Ex. “Ye have put off the old man with his 
deeds, and have put on the new man.” Col. 
iii. 9, 10, “Ye have purified your souls in 
obeying the truth through the Syiew % te 
Pet. i. 2. 

2. Itis ascribed to the truth. 

Ex. “The law of the Lord is perfect con- 
verting the soul.” Ps. xix. 7. * Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed but of incorrupti- 


ble, by the word of God.” — Ist Pet. 1. 23. 

3. [t is ascribed to the preacher. 

Thus St. Paulto the Corinthians : “1 have 
begotten you, through the Gospel.” — Ist Cor. 


iv. 15. Again, in hisletter to Philemon he 
says, “I beseech you for mv son Onesimus 
whom I have begotten in my bonds.”—Phil. 
xX. 

4. It is ascribed to God. 

Ex. “Of his own will begat he us by the word 
of truth.” James i. 11. “ Born of God.”— 
«“ Born of the Spirit.” John it. 6. 

This change then, isascribed to each of four 
different things. But not necessarily to all or 
any two of them in the same sense, but as we 
shall attempt to show to each in a different 
sense. 

Let us consider, therefore, 1, In what sense 
it is ascribed to the subject himself. 

If in any supposable scase, it must be one in 
which the subject himself is active, 

In the first place, the nature of the change 
requires this. Regeneration a/iways implies a 
transfer of the supreme affection trom self and 
the world,—to God and heaven. But who is 
it that thus transfers his afleections? Who is 
it that ceases to do evil, and learns to do well ? 
Who thinks, decides, and turns? Who be. 
lieves, loves, and obeys? But these are all 
active states of the mind. 

2. The activity of the subject is asserted in 
that class of texts which describe this change 
as having taken place. Lx. “ Vebave putof 
the old man with his deeds, and have put on 
the new man.” “ Ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth through the Spiru.” Here 
this change is described as aeclion, as some- 
thing done by the subject. It isa dircet and 
positive affirmation that they had renounced 
self and the world, and chosen God. 

8. The same truth is taught by implication, 
in that class of texts which require this change 
by express commands. Ex. “Make you a 
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death, “dead in trespasses and sins.” 
trespasses and sins Were acts; some hing doue | 
by the sioner, as is plain by the context. It 
was a living death. “ Wherein ye walked ac- 
cording to the course of this world.” And 
what is the course of this world ; but that ot 
loving the creature more

than the Creator ! 
And what to be quer kened, wut to be influenced 
to change the objects of supreme affection? 

2. In what sense is regeneration ascribed to 
the truth? 

If the subject is actice in this change, he 
must of necessity actin view of truth, ‘Truth 
exhibits things as they are ; and thus presents 
to the mind the objects ot holy affection, and 
motires toa right cnorce. Ir gives man just 
views of God, of Christ, and of sin. Aad to 
love God, to believe in Christ and to repent of 
sin, these objects must be sccu as we truth 
presen's them. 

3. In what sense is regeneration ascribed to 
the preacher ? 

We answer simply as the azent who exhibits 
the truthto the mind. The Apostle did nol 
mean to say that he was the efficrent author of 
this change; forhe elsewhere express! atlirms 
that both he and Appoilos were of themselves 
wholly inadequate to the work Nor does he 
assume any other elficiency in the work than 
that which is involved in the simple eahibeleon 
of truth. 

4. In what sense is regeneration ascribed to 
God?

tural :—an influence orer and above tie natural 
i fluence of truth 
Scriptures are very expires on this point. 
‘Lhave planted, Apollos watered, but Gol give 
the “So then neither is he that 
planteth any thing, nor he that watereth, but 
(sod that giveth the merease.” Ist Cor. tl. 
6,7. By the planting of Paul who was not a 
whit benind the chiefest apostles, and by the 
watering of Apollos, a man eloquent and mighty 
in the Seripture, were doubtless meant the most 
perfect instrumentality of secondary cause ; 
and yet these were whol/y ineificient without! 
the gpeci ilagency of God. lence the Pela- 
gian docirine, tuat God isthe Author of holt 
ness in men, not by any direet and special 
agency, but by an ordinary provi fentia! influ- 
ener, cannot true.

Tie possviility of the fact must be admitted 
by all who receive the Scriptures. — If God 
could operate upon the memories of the inspired 
apostles, and yet they themselves remember, ut 1s 
ut least equally possible that the same Being 
may wfluence the hearts of men, and they 
themselves lore and obey. Although under 
Divine influence, still the aposiles themselves 
remembered they were the actors and God was 
the mover of their acts So also men “re the 
actors iw their regeneration, and God is the 
mover of their acts. Goedis the Author and 
finisher oftheir fanth 5 but they themselves exer. 
cise that fauh. « Holy men of God spake as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 2d Pet. 
i. 21. So also sinful men repent and believe, 
as they are moved by the Holy Ghost. The 
office of the two agencies is well expressed by 
Pres. Edwards thus; * God produces all, the 
Sinueracts all.”

Ii serves to subdue refractory <pirits. 
lt highly elevates the taste and standard of 
feeling in children, from the noisy boisterous. 
ness incident tothem, to a taste for reading and 
study, and quietness at home. These are points 
of deep imerest and advantage gained to pro. 
mote parental happiness. Every parent who 
has had the care of children on the Lord’s day, 
will more fully than others realize the bless- 
ings of Salbath Schools connected with this 
sulject of imparting religious instruction. How 
gratifying it must be to parental care and af- 
fee icn, to witness a large tamily of children 
actively and attentively engaged on a Sabbath 
morning in acquiring a perfect knowledge of 
the lessons for the day. 

'd. The attention of children to sacred truth 
and the.r desire for knowledge on this subject, 
are a consiant admoniiion to parenis, of their 
great responsibility in giving their minds a pra- 
per bias. It also serves to remind them that 
their children are accountable beings, and must 
appear before the bar of God, Every parent 
Who fears God and prays for the salvation of 
children will rejoice for this aid to memory, 
and will consider it an important advantage 
almost like Aaron and Hur to stay up his hands 
to duty. 

4th. Another advantage to parents ts, the 
Sabbath School conduces much to form a socie- 
ty, a town, a state, a nation, of honest, indus. 
trious, moral and religious members. If the 
whole of the rising generation could be formed 
under the well-exerted influence of Sabbath 
Schools, we might almost look for a nation 
thoroughly saneufied and thoroughly trained 
to every good word and work. The idea which 
is usually entertained of the millenial glory 
can be most fully contemplated in such a socie- 
ty and nation as might be formed under the

would scarcely be known. Prisons and peni- 
tentiaries would go to decay for want of oceu- 
pants. No parent however abandoned he may 
be in principle and practice but rejoices in the 
virtugus conduct of his children, and it always 
affords him pleasure to mention it and to hear 
it noticed by others.
